VIVISECTIONISTS 
BROUGHT TO TRIAL 
IN PHILADELPHIA 


Philadelphia, April 17 Sensational 
developments, the most sensational oi 
them the fainting under a fire of cross- 
examination of Miss Henneta Ogden, 
the woman, who with an electric flash 
light peered into the kennels of the 
medical school of the University of 
Pennsylvania to see for herself the 
sufferings of dogs after vivisection, 
marked the second day of the trial of 
Dr. J. EB, Sweet, one of the six of the 
university's medical schoo taculty, in- 
dicted for cruelty to animals. Her 
friends say she was ill when brought 
into court, and that was the reason 
for her fainting spell. 

Denies Various Charges. 

Dr. Sweet, the physician under 
trial, and the decision in whose case 
it is understood will settle the actions 
in the case of the five other prisoners, 
was the first witness for the defence. 
He denied the charge that fermented 
food was given dogs, and said the 
nourishment they received after an 
operation was the best for their re- 
covery, 

The various charges of cruelty spe- 
cified in the indictments he denied, go- 
ing into detail in each case and pre- 
senting the scientific reasons for the 
treatment of dogs vivisected. 

Did Not Starve Dog. 

Under cross-examination, he denied 
he or any one under hés direction or 
with his knowledge had ever starved 
a dog, or any other animal, for from 
4 or 6 days for experimental purposes. 
Hie was asked if he had not neglected 
to give an anaesthetic to a dog on 
which he and Dr. Allen had experi- 
mented on by dropping weights and 
breaking its back He replied he had 
never seen a dog's hack broken, that 
the dog in question had been under an 
anaesthetic, the experiment was made 
on spinal cord without breaking the 
animal's back and in the hope of dis- 


covering a means of saving human! 


life in cases of spinal injury, now re 
garded as hopeless,

Fan Brakes F. itted 
On Peugeot Trucks 


A Novel Device Used on French 
Trucks—Acts in Similar Man- 
ner to an ‘‘ Air-Brake’’ 


In order to reduce wear and tear 
on the regular brakes and to obviate 
the fuse of transmission brakes on its 
heavy trucks while running down 
long and steep hills, the Soviete An- 
onyme des Automobiles Peugeot, of 
Levallois-Perret, France, has intro- 
duced a novel breaking device, which 
it terms an “air brake.” This is, 
of course, a misnomer, if as air brake 
one understands the compressed air 
or vacuum-air devices in use in this 
country and all over the world = on 
ral.road trains, 

The Peugeot “air brake” is in 
reality a wide-bladed fan éonnected 
to the power shaft by means of bevel 
searing. Pulling the brake lever 
puts the gears in mesh and the large 
fan revolves rapidly in a horizontal 
plane below the chassis. The re- 
sistance of the air to the revolving 
fan blades is suid to be sufficiently 
strong to brake the vehicle on all but 
the very steepest hills
